Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or {?.) a satpn! 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the .nventiur; b) i!:c 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Brown-6,899,607. 

Brown discloses a polishing apparatus with a carrier head (1 ) to hold workpiece 
against a polishing pad having a magnetic filed control unit made up of first magnetic 
sources (12) comprising magnets (col. 6, line 28) held in a \qwpj pari of r.qmpr q n n 
second magnetic sources (14) comprising electromagnets (col. 6, line 48) aligned with 
the first magnetic sources to repel or attract each other, said second magnetic sources 
disposed above the first sources in an upper part of carrier, wherein the sources (12) 
and (14) are concentrically aligned (Figs. 1 A and 2), wherein an insulating material (16) 
is disposed between adjacent magnetic fields. The amount of pressure (through 
repelling or attracting forces) is dependent on the thickness of wafer. The surface of the 
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wafer is analyzed and the thicker (raised areas) have greater pressure applied thereto 
during polishing (col. 2, line 54-col.3, line 18) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brown, 

alone. 

Brown does not disclose the second magnetic field disposed in a lower part of 
carrier head with the first magnetic field above in an upper part of carrier. However, this 
reversal of locations would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at time 
invention was made since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70.
